And to ad one other com⸗ 
foꝛt vnto theſe, to comfozt vs all withall; the Loos 
name be bleſſed foꝝ it, he hath left here behiude hum, 
as you (ee, an honorable ſonue and — yet 
we all haue iuſt cauſe ta conceaue very good i 
hope, that er long, the very liuely image of his 
in him, to the tomfoꝛt of all his fathers friends, will

heard; and that to all ſuch they doe: and therefoze to 
this honozable perſ6:and laſtly, that ſuch dying, may 
comfoze chemſelues, that God alwaies taketh them 
away to a good end in his fauour,and namely in ſuch 
times as the P2ophet ſpake of, fro the euill to come 
bpon orhers:and that death it ſelfe is noſuch looſing 
ol them but that God ſtreight findes them, and takes 
- them hence backe againe to himſelfe, gathering chf 
vp and together from among the vngodly, which 
wert not wozthie or them, to ioyne them tothe bleſ- 
led companp of the reſt of his Saintes in heauen; ſo 
curing and healing them of all diſeaſes both of bodie 
and ſoule. And thus they once gone hence, pꝛeſentlie 
and immediatelp, both in body and ſoule, they enter 
into better eſtate then euer they were in here ; the 
ſoule into better peace and iote; and the body, ſcund⸗ 
lyts ref, whereloeuer it ve beſtowed. vntill the ge- 
nerall reſurrection, m better maner then tuer it did 
aline, Which day when it comes, which we canot tel
